The man was 
immediately sent to Nanking under 
olige escort and was transported to 
Peking, 

Tne alleyway Foo Shun Li is near 
the Settlement, I accordingly directed 
the police to draw a plan showing th 
place where the arrest took place. Ni 
they have sent me the plan and I note 
that the place is undoubtedly in Chinese 
territory.

Translation of letter from the Mixed

removed ; but that several months’ time 
has elapsed and the former office still 
continues to hang its sigo-board ; that 
the head office fears confusion as to 
Proper identity which wiuld not only 
affect the trade, but would also be much 
prejndicial to the revenue; and the 
‘Taoyin is accordingly requested to take 
note and it is hoped that be will give 
directions to the Mixed Court to 
order the office in question at once 
to cancel its sign as a saltpetre 
office, in due respect for official 
instractions, and for the protection of 
trade, receipt of this the Taoyin 
observes that the sale of saltpetre io the 
entire Province has formerly been the

‘The month of December was a 
busy one for the Police and was not 
wishont a certain amount of anxiety. 
In ordinary crimes there are 17 armed 
robberies and 3 hizhway robberies to be 
recorded. In one of these a robber was 
shot by a foreign constable at a 





muse} not far from the scene of the robbery, 


and in another a man was arrested who 
has been tried and handed over to the 
Militery Court for punishment. A 
large pumber of arrests have also been 
made in connexion with some of the 
other cases. The parties arrested hat 
not yet been dealt with by the Court. 

‘Wong Ming-sai and Wong Siau- 
foong, convicted of the murder of 
Adwiral Tseng Ju cheng on November 
11, were executed at the Arsenal on 
December 7. 

A man named Mau Tien, who was 
‘arrested on September 2, 1915, for 
murder which occurred on October 11, 
1914, was tried at the Mixed Court 
and remitted to the Arsenal where he 
was executed on December 28. 

Ordinary larcenies show an increase 
over the previous month, but are normal 
‘when compared with the same month of 
1914. 400 cases were reported and 
investigations were made with successful 
results in 110 instances. 

‘A second bomb explosion occurred at 
the offices of the “Asiatic Daily News” 
on December 17 caused by a bomb being 
jlaced on the upper verandah fronting 
the Shantung Road. The damage done 
was pot great, bat as the matter is 
still under im tion it would be 
Premature to make any statement 
regarding the occurrence, In the pre- 
vious case which occurred at the same 
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premises on September 11, 1915, where’ 
four ns were killed and fourteen 
woualed, the person who threw the 
bomb was sentenced to death and 
executed at the Yamén of the Military 
Commissioner on January 4. One of 
his sccomplices was dealt with by the 
Chinese Authorities on December 28 
when he was shot at the Arsenal. 

A considerable number of bombs 
have been found distributed in various 
localities throughout the Settlement} 
and have caused » certain amount of 
injury to those who have been rash 
enough to handle them improperly. 

On December 9 mill coolie picked 
ap a bomb on the West Soochow Road 
which he threw down causing it to burst 
with the result that the fingers of hia! 
eft band were blown off and a boy who: 
‘was looking on received serious injuries 
to his face. 

Another coolie, who on December 7 
had the temerity to handle a bomb 
which with others he discovered on some 
steps leading to the Sawgin Creek, had 
his right hand injored through the 
explosion which ensued. 

‘On December 11 an apprentice to a! 
Jaundryman discovered what he believed 
to be a cigarette tin on # vacant piece 
of ground off the Chengta Road. He 
endeavoured to sscertain what it con- 
tained and in so doing caused it to 

explode injuring the palm and fourth 
fnger of bis right haod. 

A discovery of bombs was made 
on December 7 under rather peculiar 
circumstances, Two Cantonese hired a 
carriage from the Foo Tai Stables on 
North Soochow Road. They drove to 
‘s house in Frenchtown where a basket 
was handed into the carriage by three 
other men, The mafoo was then 
instructed to drive to Elgin Road, 
‘Whilst tho carriage was crossiog 
Yunnan Road Bridge it was stopped 
by « Sikh Constable and taken to 
Louzs Police Station op aconunt of 
‘the vehicle having no lights. On the 
approach of the Sikh Constable the 
two Cantonese immediately left the 
cartage ‘and ran away. After the 

ige had been bailed out at Louza 
Police & Station the mafoo took it back 
to the stables, On looking inside the 
carriage the proprietor of the stables 
found the basket which appeared to be 
foll of oranges, but on further examin 
tion he discovered four cast iron 
canisters at the bottom of the basket. 
The Police were then called and these 
were found to be high explosi imbs. 

Tn all the above cases the Police suc- 
cessfully exploded the bombs by 

Ricsha Cooltes’ Strike —A sti 
ricaha coolies took place on December 2. 
After continuing for some days the 
strikers gave in to the ricsha owners 
and to pay an increase in the 
daily rates of hire which was the subject 
of the dispute. There was some elight 
disorder on the first morning of the 
strike and a number of arrests were 
made in consequence.

tion was drawn by a Police Sergeant to 
a Chinese woman at the wiadow of No. 
‘A.1133 whose escape had been cut 
off, the back of the premises being in 
flames. The Foreman had the ex- 
tension ladder raised into the window 
bat before any member of the Brigade 
could ascend the ladder to get her out, 
the woman got on the rand 
reached the ground safely. The rescue 
was a timely one ss the flames were 
rapidly ajproaching the window. The 
fire made extraordinarily rapid progress, 
the buildings being of Chinese con- 
struction with foreign style fronts, and
